Great 
credit also due the District Attorney’s office, 
and Mr. McGuire, attorney for the Board Ex- 
aminers. One the weak points the medical 
practice law has been corrected through the in- 
itiative the President the Board, who swears 
all complaints and warrants. This 
means obligatory under the law. Nor re- 
quired under the law that the Board shall take 
these actions, that members the Board shall 
aid getting evidence which base arrests 
and prosecutions. is, however, necessary that 
and the profession seems clearly recognize the 
fact that must look the Board Examiners 
for such service. The for one, does not 
hesitate proffer its sincere thanks. The work 
has not been easy, for opposition has often been 
encountered where aid should have been ex- 
tended. man’s friends relatives, his other- 
wise spotless reputation, have bearing upon 
practitioner. The fact may clearly and un- 
mistakably determined the answer 
question: Has this practitioner license cer- 
tificate from the Board Examiners? not, 
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medicine doing open violation the 
law, and should arrested. There can 
opinion, but matter fact. Sympathy does not 
enter into the question, nor should friendship 
nor does personal animus. The public, whose 
servants are, should protected; every man 
who violating laws intended for the public pro- 
tection, should arrested, and that promptly. 


For many reasons the work the Board 
prosecuting illegal practitioners has been slow. 
Every trick the law has been used 
interfere with the and this 
those who should with and 
not against us, well the rec- 
ognized quack. But the whole, good progress 
has been made and the law means dead 
letter. The contention that the law should not 
enforced simply because its constitutionality has 
been questioned, absolutely absurd. The law 
remains until wiped out, and the mere fact 
that the Supreme Court considering its consti- 
tutionality does not legalize the status the 
illegal practitioner. Practically all the corpora- 
tions, railroads, steamship companies and health 
boards have recognized the value enforcing the 
law, and have, the request the Board, dis- 
missed illegal practitioners. Two exceptions may 
noted. One the Equitable Life Assurance 
Co., whose medical referee this locality 
unlicensed The matter was called 
the attention the company, but reported 
that they have decided nothing in. the 
matter, taking the ground that this physician does 
not practice medicine and does not come within 
the provisions the law. This may technically 
correct, but professionally and ethically right 
Does gratify your sense right dealing con-

LEGALIZED testimony and “expert evidence” 
BLACKMAIL. all sorts—though mostly bad—has 
pestered member the Society 

for more than five years. the first trial, the 
jury stood eight for defendant and four for plain- 
tiff: the second trial the defendant won.

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very recently, though after two years considera- 
tion, reversed the verdict and ordered new trial, 
all because text-books etc., were introduced 
the trial, and these, the court holds, are hearsay 
evidence and should not admitted. the 
weary work gone over again.

Any old rascal, charlatan 
ignorantus may make what pleases, call 
what will, and delude whom may into think- 
ing what probably not—something good, 
useful prescribed. may (and does) 
make “official” preparations from worthless ma- 
terial, the reports state and national com- 
mittees adulteration have been showing for 
years. may this with perfect safety, for 
under legal restraint nor control, nor 
responsible anyone for those kills al- 
lows die under the administration his worth- 
less stuff. Why not beyond the milk stage and 
apply little the principle “registration” 
and “official indorsement” those things that are 
least important the conservation human

ANOTHER OPINION ADVERTISING. 


This its February number, quoted 
the editor the St. Medical and Surgical 
Journal saying, anent the advertisements 
“proprietary medicines”: “We have many, and 
hope get more.” 

There must some definite relation which 
editor bears his subscribers, and definite way 
which thinks them. This necessary, for 
has, some way, please them keep their 
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patronage. How does this editor the St. 
Medical and Surgical Journal think his sub- 
scribers and what sort subscribers has he? 
look over the advertisements any the 
ordinary medical journals that are given us, and 
not few those that pay for, are 
struck, primarily, the happy optimism them 
all. This optimism goes beyond the limits 
reason most the items and well beyond the 
truth many. some instances downright lie 
plainly printed. Now these advertisements form 
part the journal for which the subscriber 
they are sold him with the rest the printed 
matter with which they are bound. the 
hope the advertiser, which the editor must 
share—for their interests are identical having 
the advertisements profitable—that subscribers 
will read the advertisements, will believe the 
statements made them, and buy the goods ex- 
ploited. 

The medical profession whole fairly 
well educated body men with good knowledge 
the sciences collateral medicine. They are 
able discriminate between what true, what 
plainly absurd and what obviously fraudulent. 
the subscribers medical journal are not 
able discriminate, still editor would dare 
tell them his editorial pages. But when 
sells them statements about proprietary medi- 
cines which cannot stand intelligent scrutiny, 
practically saying them: “You are set 
ignorant, gullible men; believe what adver- 
tisers say, buy their wares and pass the fraud 
along.” the editor printed this one page, 
would insult every subscriber. equally insults 
him prints what tantamount this 
other pages. For insult any physician’s 
intelligence have put into his hands, and 
made hold there holds the medical journal, 
statements about drugs and combinations drugs 
that are manifestly absurd fraudulent. 


There another thing noticed about ad- 
many are illustrated, the illustra- 
tions being intended attract attention being 
bizarre grotesque. This following the custom 
the army advertisers who endeavor secure 
attention soap, whiskey, automobiles, cigarettes, 
etc., etc., supposedly apt attractive illustra- 
tions. Now, usually, the thing that requires ex- 
tensive advertising this character pretty poor 
stuff. The illustrations this sort that are made 
part many medical advertisements certain 
extent stamp the articles unable stand 
their own merits and needing extraneous 
bolstering and support. Moreover, they can only 
reach the unthinking man, who would guided 
what struck his fancy rather than what ap- 
pealed his judgment. Why should editor, 
who would not dare say his editorial 
“My subscribers are pitiful lot, whose actions

can swayed the influence contemptible and 
silly pictures,” say just the same thing his 
advertising pages, allowing such pictures 
there? Such editor, very possibly, belongs 
the class that accepts the celluloid desk ornaments 
and writes, his patients’ houses, prescriptions 
for proprietary mixtures, using pencil presented 
the manufacturer the mixture. 

The has been not little shocked 
the frankness the editor the St. Louis Med- 
ical and Surgical Journal. has acknowledge 
the financial assistance that comes from advertis- 
ing pages well filled, but facing deficit its 
accounts because has flatly declined certain lines 
advertisements that are financially profitable; 
considered them unfit offer intelligent 
and reputable subscribers, and the members 
the Medical Society the State California, who 
are its owners. This looks with surprise 
the advertising pages many journals, the 
editors which would repudiate the insinuation 
that they could ever prescribe for their own pa- 
tients the concoctions which are boastingly advo- 
cated their advertising pages. 

The does not know the editor, nor has 
any attention been given the advertising pages 
the St. Medical and Surgical Journal but 
that journal has printed any the advertise- 
ments that this JouRNAL has refused, believes 
that its editor must consider that can serve 
any sort material chooses his 
confident that they are too ignorant understand 
that definite effort being made impose 
them, and that can attempt draw attention 
what should statement founded scien- 
tific fact some idiotic picture which thinks 
will please their feeble minds. 

brief, medical journal should edit its ad- 
vertising pages with the same care that given 
the editorial pages themselves. does not 
this, aiding the debauching the simpler 
members the medical profession who believe 
all the statements all the advertisers. does 
not this insulting the intelligent, offer- 
ing them for perusal, together with the reasonable 
announcements responsible commercial houses, 
collection inconsistent, unbelievable and often 
fraudulent statements. Furthermore, stulti- 
the advertisements good things put- 
ting them the same journal with the advertise- 
ments the bad things.

long will What going keep 
the men together when they are organized?” 
These questions have been repeatedly asked 
the writer, the course his organization work 
amongst California physicians, and has neces- 
sarily given the matter much careful thought. 
The answer not difficult find, stop 
and think why organization progressing 
rapidly. is, obviously, because lot energy 
being put into the work comparatively 
small number men, scattered throughout the 
country. equal amount energy con- 
tinuously put into the work, after organization 
well accomplished, will maintained. this 
world you get just about much out thing 
you put into it. You get mighty little for 
nothing. Granted fully organized state med- 
ical society that sits calmly down and does 
nothing for its members, and about two years 
will have woefully shrunk. Given the same 
society constantly work for its members, pro- 
ducing what they want and protecting them 
every way that can, the society feeling will re- 
main strong and the organization will not lessen 
numbers. object lesson may perhaps 
permitted. California give our members, 
annually, Register and Directory all 
physicians within the non-members this 
book sold for $2.50; give them monthly 
non-members the subscription price 
$3.00. Thus member receives that which 
has face value $5.50 return for his dues 
the county society; all but three four 
cases these dues are but $2.00 year. The next 
problem make these publications actually 
worth their face value. The Register may 
conceded certainly worth $2.50. re- 
mains the JouRNAL, and this must made 
valuable the physicians the state that they 
would find difficult get along without it. 
must be, first all, the news-distributer the 
state and must devote its first effort getting 
news county societies and their official transac- 
tions. should ever watchful the whole 
state and country for those items which will 
greatest interest and benefit the members out- 
side the should look steadily 
the man who does not take half dozen 
journals, but who nonetheless most important 
member—if not the most important member—of 
the society. That the policy outlined your 
editor and the policy which has been accepted 
the journal our far Western state. 

But why cannot private journal, publishing 
the State Association matters officially, just 
well? For number reasons. the first 
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place, such journal, the official organ the 
organized members the greatest the learn- 
professions within given territory, should 
absolutely and exclusively under the control 
the professional organization itself. must 
absolutely free and independent, and this can 
never the property some individual 
company and not the property the State 
Association. Any individual company pub- 
lishing medical journal does for but one 
thing—profit. Such being the case, and think 
may stand without discussion, dollars will ever 
the first, rather than the last consideration. 
Right, too much under the influence dollars, 
very liable take somewhat peculiar and 
mottled appearance, and the elasticity rules 
ethical provisions apt somewhat stretched. 
Now while dollars should means 
ignored conducting State Association jour- 
nal, they should the last and not the first con- 
sideration when any question policy, ethics 
The State Association should have mouth-piece 
(its journal) and through should speak all 
times its members. should speak with pro- 
found courage and utter straightout truths for 
the help and the guidance its members, and 
for their protection. That State journal may 
these things and may adhere strictly the 
right path the matter its advertising, and 
still build enough productive pages pay, has 
been demonstrated. 

“Tt equally derogatory professional char- 
acter for physicians dispense promote the 
use secret remedies.” That ethical principle 
embodied the document which was unani- 
mously adopted, amidst great applause, New 
Orleans last year. still effect, believe, 
yet weekly violated almost every medical 
journal published this country. There are 
some half-dozen exceptions. That medical jour- 
nals “promote the use secret remedies” when 
they advertise them their readers, incontro- 
that they violate this principle ethics 
doing so, equally beyond contention. 

See where the influence the State journal 
comes in. fully conversant with the facts 
California, will cite that territory 
example. The biggest medical weekly the 
world, and the “greatest advertising medium for 
proprietary medicines this country”, reaches 
something under 500 doctors California. The 
STATE JOURNAL, the other hand, reaches over 
1,500 doctors, and what more, the

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times great that the larger journal, 
and should always, now, for the best 
and for what right, irrespective any com- 
mercial influence. The State Association journal 
communication among the members large 
family. the organ the county society 
well the State Association, and such 
comes intimately into relations with every 
member that its influence cannot but great. 

has been said that speak the fearless truth 
luxury that few can afford. This may 
true. Certainly entails trouble the speaker. 
But ought not great and powerful organization 
medical men such represented your 
State Association—ought not such organiza- 
tion have some absolutely untrammelled and 
unbiased means speaking much needed 
Can you not afford the luxury continuing the 
good work you have undertaken? All people, 
matter what their walk life their life’s 
work, need constant instruction their duty and 
those things which pertain the best and the 
right work. Therefore have. trade journals 
all kinds; therefore should have medical 
journal, owned and controlled the State Asso- 
ciation, every state the Union. 

But many large advertisers not like med- 
ical journal that tells the truth. True; and 
have incurred the enmity some such. But 
have also gained the friendship many others, 
and have gained the approval our members. 
The component societies which make our 
State Society, way out here the shores the 
broad Pacific, have begun officially adopt reso- 
lutions pledging themselves the right policy, 
and due course all them will probably act. 

Not only should the duty every State 
Association publish its own journal, but 
mind the only way which full and complete 
organization can secured, and when secured, 
maintained. The problem keeping interest 
and maintaining the medical organization 
large one. Your editor has the major portion 
the work his shoulders, for your journal must 
accomplish the task. will have much work

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THE RECENT EPIDEMIC SMALLPOX 
CALIFORNIA.*

recent epidemic, which still active here 
and there the Western States, and which 
has been very active the East, has been 

unusual the mildness its attacks upon those 
usually considered most susceptible it, has 
seldom killed even deeply marked those its 
victims who have been unprotected vaccina- 
tion, that grave doubts have arisen the minds 

brief description the disease: begins 
suddenly with rigor, least with chilliness, 
primary fever ranging from 101 105, headache, 
dizziness, anorexia, nausea, vomiting, and the 
general symptoms grippe, and, during the first 
days, this the diagnosis usually made. from 
hours macules make their appear- 
ance, usually about the roots the hair, the 
forehead, the cheeks, the corners the 
mouth, front the ears, the backs the 
hours the eruption has extended the remainder 
the body. These macules very rapidly change 
the typical papule, rapidly, indeed, that they 
are usually not seen except the papular stage. 
With the appearance the papule there some 
relief from the general constitutional symptoms, 
The papules change into vesicles somewhat earlier 
than frequently the second third day 
distinct vesicles are seen. These vesicles are 
dull pearly color, their covering being thick and 
resistant, giving them translucent but not 
transparent appearance. Umbilication seen 
some the lesions, but not all. With the 
appearance the vesicles complete relief from 
all the constitutional experienced, 
and the patient feels well enough about. 

All papules not the formation 
vesicles, but some undergo resolution were, 
and many the vesicles instead going 
completion become stationary and undergo desic- 
cation while larger than pin-heads. Thus 
have papules originally with the typical shotty 
feel and beginning vesicles, remaining stationary, 
giving the casual observer the impression that the 
eruption developing distinct crops, whereas 
reality the crop all one, but part 
undergoing retrograde change.

small percentage cases the appearance 
temperature ,in some cases slight that unless 
morning and evening thermometric record made 
the change will not but few cases 
markedly severe, reaching even 105.

The pustules 
rapidly desiccation, but those cases not 
accompanied secondary fever the patients 
resist any attempt keep them quarantine 
control. The period desiccation varies from 
days, upon the palms and soles taking 
longer. 

When desiccation occurs, and the thin crusts 
have fallen off, the solid part the pock remains 
for long time, giving the appearance warty 
excrescences the skin, and this one the 
points adverted those who consider the dis- 
ease not possibly small-pox; although William 
the points noted the large number cases seen 
him the municipal smallpox hospital 
Philadelphia. Many purple spots are left also 
crusts falling off, and these give the patient 
peculiar spotted appearance, which, however, 
wears away few months, leaving the dead 
white the pit prominently noticeable. few 
cases the pitting very marked. 

Differential Diagnosis from Pro- 
dromal symptoms occur two three days before 
the outbreak the variolous eruption. the 
very mild cases, however, these are very slight and 
occasionally absent. varicella the symptoms 
and eruptions are practically synchronous. 

Constitutional symptoms usually more severe 
smallpox, but the extremely mild cases 
these offer guide.

Character Lesions—Smallpox: Macules 
shotty papules, vesicles, pustules. Vesicles often 
show umbilication and, rule, are uniform 
size, except those before mentioned which abort 
before perfect evolution. Many, but means 
all, are multilocular, and all are resistant and not 
easily ruptured with the finger nail. They 
not appear crops, but pursue steady course, 
the eruption upon the body being later than upon 
the face and hands.

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easily ruptured, varying size and appearing 
successive crops. Duration eruption 
much shorter than smallpox. 


Having seen some these cases private 
work and company with colleague, Dr. 
Clark the Alameda County Hospital, occur- 
red investigate the characteristics this 
disease appears this State and elsewhere. 
Accordingly, nearly two hundred letters were sent 
out various points where the disease was had 
been prevalent, asking for data and for descrip- 
tions the disease from incipiency complete 
convalescence. very general response was 
elicited, and under considerable obligation 
the medical men throughout the country for 
their care reporting progress epidemics and 
giving clinical evidence support the con- 
clusions which their experience forces them 
form. The number cases reported something 
over eight thousand. Records sufficient for giv- 
ing accurate data were number cases not 
but probably one-half the number ap- 
proximately correct reports are had. These re- 
ports give initial rigors marked chilliness 
per cent., lumbar pain per cent., pustula- 
tion per mucous membrane, 
per cent., palms and soles, per cent., severe 
pitting per cent., death-rate less than one-half 
per second attacks reported cases. The 
disease described everywhere tallies with that 
with which have been brought contact 
Alameda county, with the exception Woon- 
socket, I., where the disease presented charac- 
teristics more nearly approaching severer type 
variola, evidenced their death-rate 
per cent. 


That the appearance the disease the United 
States its present form dates from the return 
our from our new island possessions, 
there seems small doubt; equally doubtless 
the fact that its extreme prevalence due 
its having been regarded mild disease, sonie- 
what annoying sure, but devoid danger, 
and hence not demanding quarantine. the dis- 
cussion the identity the disease, the basis 
for refusing accept diagnosis smallpox 
seems rest upon the following grounds:

The basis for claims the propriety call- 
ing this disease smallpox rests, the records 
which have been able accumulate, upon the 
following facts: From the various parts the 
country reports have come giving details 
extensive mild attacks characterized none 
the manifestaions severe smallpox, with but 
few exceptions. nearly every community 
which the disease has made itself felt have 
records the occurrence some severe cases, 
and even death from the disease. The follow- 
ing letter was received from William Osler 
Johns Hopkins with reference the disease 
there: 

have had very little smallpox here owing 
the vigorous action our State Board Health, 
but the epidemic throughout the country has been 
characterized singular mildness; many cases 
has not differed specially from chicken-pox. 
had interesting local epidemic the hospital 
among the colored patients which the first case 
was mistaken for chicken-pox, and was not until 
two three more severe cases occurred that the 
nature the disease was manifest. There 
question, however, that this true smallpox, and 
oddly enough these very mild epidemics have been 
described intervals since the time Sydenham, 


and even the pre-Jennerian days there were out- 
breaks which the mortality was almost nil. 


Cody, the Health Officer New Bedford, 
Mass., gives account some 250 cases 
which the attacks, while generally mild and 
the same type that which has been met with 
but severe pitting, and fact severe manifesta- 
tions the disease were present considerable 
number cases. One the deaths was 
premature infant seven months, whose mother 
the disease six days before the birth 
the child, the child having rash and papules.

Wright San Jose reports series pa- 
whom were unvaccinated, present- 
ing severe manifestations, and being markedly 
pitted. mild cases followed paraplegia 
one his severe cases presenting pustule 
cornea, the severe cases presenting 
miscarriage. 

Dr. Jump Fruitvale reports series cases 
the Tesla Coal Mine traceable the epidemic 
Roslyn, which has been reported Drs. Porter, 
Simonton and Sloan. the epidemic Roslyn, 
Washington, have record 1500 cases 
among miners, consisting chiefly negroes, 
Poles, etc., people who have never been vaccinated, 
and during this epidemic there was death due 
the disease.

case family four children, about six months 
ago, were taken with absolutely typical vari- 
cella, which cleared the course few 
days. Owing the smallpox scare these chil- 
dren were all vaccinated, the vaccination taking 
two and failing two. Within the past month 
have been called attend these two unvacci- 
nated children, suffering from absolutely ty- 
pical illustration this modified smallpox. 

These cases reported not course prove 
anything the sense that proper bacteriologi- 
cal test will sometimes do; but these and many 
others, which time prevents discussion, 
show what expected, viz: That here 
and there from the mild the disease erup- 
tions typical mild variola appear, proceed 
complete development, and leave their victims 
legacy pits bear lasting testimony 
their visitation. 

The final word has not been said the mat- 
ter diagnosis the disease. Something yet 
remains explained its contradictory 
manifestations some vaccinated and unvacci- 
nated persons. When another advance has been 
made into the field bacteriology, which will 
identify the organisms work the various 
forms variola and varicella, then the proof 
the identity the one the other will rest upon 
solid ground and will removed from the realm 
speculation. 

DISCUSSION. 

Dr. Lucas, Santa was very 
much interested in- this paper Dr. Crosby’s, 
because have recently had very severe profes- 
sional experience with this disease. had 300 400 
cases January, and had quite experience 
with vaccination. have lived here for years and 
already vaccinated many the people before. 
and had epidemic among the railroad 
men, and the town was thoroughly vaccinated; and 
now out 300 cases did not have single case 
among those whom had vaccinated the 


same time had three families. the first there 
were three children, The father 


and mother had been vaccinated when children. 
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was sent for and found the father broken out with 
smallpox. Also the mother. vaccinated the chil- 
dren and none had the disease. had another fam- 
ily five which had the same experience. And 
yet another family three. the same time had 
families where none had ever been vaccinated, and 
there would one two the family who did not 
have all. community last June had 
chicken-pox, and did not have the smallpox until 
August. There were some those who had the 
chicken-pox who also had this other rash the 
epidemic commencing August. 


Dr. Clark, Alameda. believe has been 
fairly well proven that one, two possibly three 
attacks smallpox can occur the same individual. 
Also that after attack smallpox, vaccination 
can successfully performed. You may wonder 
why that the people are taking any interest 
comparatively trivial disease. are rather 
peculiar position inasmuch our county health of- 
ficer does not choose call smallpox; fact, does 
not make diagnosis. says that the law only 
allows him quarantine smallpox cases, and inas- 
much this not smallpox does not quarantine. 
the city Oakland there are comparatively few 
cases. the city San Leandro there have been 
about 518 cases. the city Haywards, where 
there also health officer, like condition existed. 
Outside the county there have been thousands— 
something like 2,000 cases. That itself shows

death rate, for you never hear any deaths. 
has been amply proven the statistics the Ma- 
rine Hospital cases, that the death rate per 
cent. the disease terrible, why not 
quarantined? has been proved the report 
the health officer that secondary fever does occur. 
may only 100. believe that this subject 
that very much concerns all. Dr. Osler his 
letter, has said that fatal cases occur. Why 
should not meet the mild cases the more 
serious ones? question great interest, es- 
pecially regarding the diagnosis, and there dif- 
ficulty for any physician diagnosing typical cases.

Dr. Elizabeth Follansbee, Los Angeles. regard 
people smallpox more than once, will 
tell you amusing little story.

THE RAT AND HIS PARASITES; HIS 
ROLE THE SPREAD DISEASE, 
WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE BU- 
BONIC PLAGUE.*

LTHOUGH there are several hundred spe- 
cies rodents included the generic term 
mus, need not, rule, concern our- 

selves with distinctions. The com- 
mon brown rat (Mus Decumanus) well nigh 
universal and, unfortunately, intimately asso- 
ciated with sanitary and shipping interests, and its 
habits are nearly representative the tribe, 
that can practically pay our respects the 
entire group discussion this species. 

The parasites which would invite your 
attention this paper may divided into trema- 
todes, flukes; cestodes, tape-worms nema- 
todes, round worms; protozoa, insects, and 
vegeiable micro-organisms. 

Tremotada.—Two flukes are mentioned 
Cobbold occurring the long-tailed field 
mouse. These are the Distoma Vitia and the 
Distoma Recurvum. Dujardin describes the 
toma Spiculator occurring the common 
brown rat. cases, far can learn, have 
been reported man, and they are probably con- 
fined the rat and kindred rodents. 

Cestoda.—No less than seven species tape- 
worm are mentioned occurring the rat, and 
these are, without regard the frequency their 
occurrence, Tenia Solium, Murina, which 
now regarded Nanna man; Crass:- 
colis, Leptocephala, Diminuta, Pusilia, 
Microstoma, and perhaps others. five hun- 
dred rats examined San Francisco have found 
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less than 170, about per cent., infested 
with tape-worms. These are usually encysted 
the liver, sometimes the ordinary cysticercus, 
but more often apparently almost mature 
adult worm. have not attempted identify the 
species, but the specimens have examined the 
head has four suckers and double row hook- 
lets, usually about thirty-two number, but there 
may all the way from twenty-six forty. The 
uterus and genital pore are usually poorly de- 
veloped compared with the human 
have found many eight fair-sized worms 
one liver, and find two three quite com- 
mon. the intestines they occur with much less 
frequency, but greater numbers, varying very 
much size, from thread-like with few proglot- 
tides foot more length. Sometimes 
there are more the small intestine. 
Many those that have examined exhibit the 
well-known six-hooked embryo, common 
number species, and which can easily dem- 
onstrated the fresh egg. 

Neamtoda.—One the most common round 
worms occurring the rat said Ascaris 
Oxyura. Another species which frequently 
found the mouse Ascaris Tetraptera. While 
not sufficiently acquainted with the subject 
helminthology able identify the differ- 
ent species, have observed the stomach 
about per cent. the rats examined here 
nematode which certainly species the 
Ascaris. 

The Echinoryncus Moniliformis occurs the 
rat, and has also been reported occurring 
man. 

The Tricocephalus Nodosus, the analogue 
the Tricocephalus Dispar man, quite com- 
mon the rat and other rodents. 

The Spiroptera Obtusa frequently found 
the stomach the mouse great numbers, and 
the Olulanus Tricuspis, which found the 
stomach walls the cat, passes one part its 
life history encysted the muscles the mouse.

RATS AND THE PLAGUE. 


The main object this paper bring prom- 
inently before you the importance the rat 
factor the spread bubonic plague insani- 
tary habitations. discussing this topic, shall 
reverse the usual order and ask you hear con- 
clusion before have presented the argument.

men who have spoken authoritatively the sub- 
ject, will necessary refer briefly, first, 
the way which the disease advances; second, 
man himself source contagion without 
the intervention another third, the differ- 
ent modes infection human beings; fourth, 
infection other than rats and man; 
and, lastly, present certain well-known facts 
bearing directly the subject the transmis- 
sion the disease rats. You will see these 
headings that not purpose present 
you studied discussion the disease itself. 
That would too long story. What hope 
emphasize certain facts which should 
known everyone, from the ultra scientific 
the “Man with the Hoe,” and want say 
this connection that from the questions asked 
daily men who are otherwise well informed, 
quite certain that there big field for edu- 
cation along this particular line. making 
this statement advisedly and without meaning 
cast the slightest reflection the intelligence 
our people, for realize that they have not had 
the opportunity obtain this information. Those 
who are here tonight are taking the trouble 
inform ourselves and understand, course, 
that this talk merely means end, inas- 
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much hope interest others, and this way 
begin the dissemination information which just 
now vital importance. begin, then, 
question whether should regard pest 
readily communicable just possible 
that the latter the proper classification and 
that plague primarily disease rats. Con- 


trary the general opinion, plague disease. 


which progresses slowly, and only exceptionally 
and under circumstances with which are none 
too familiar does assume epidemic proportions. 
Having once gained foothold, plays hide-and- 
seek often for years, lulling its prospective vic- 
tims into false sense security the insidi- 
ous nature its encroachments. the gen- 
eral opinion medical writers, however, that the 
city province which harbors this infection will 
sooner later reminded very decided 
manner that the disease not one that may 
treated lightly. Whether are able, with our 
present knowledge the disease and with our 
improved ideas sanitation, prevent the 
future what has inevitably resulted the his- 
tory this disease the past, remains 
seen. believe that what know put into 
practical execution, this can done. ex- 
ample the slow and deadly march this dis- 
ease, have read you this extract from the 
mortuary statistics the city London: 


the year 1616 London there were 
deaths from plague; 1617, deaths; 
1618 deaths; 1619, deaths; 1620, 
16°3, deaths; 1624, deaths; 1625, 35,417 
deaths; 1626, 134 deaths; 1627, deaths; 
1628, deaths; 1629, deaths; 1630, 1317 
deaths. 


sum up, total fifty years plague 
London, from 1601 1650, twenty-five 
these years the deaths numbered from per 
annum, eleven other years the deaths numbered 
from 134 996, while the years 1603, 1625, 
and 1636, the deaths numbered respectively 36,- 
269, and 10,400, these being the largest 
numbers occurring one year. further evi- 
dence wanting, have refer you the num- 
ber cities that are known infected today, 
and remind you that nine-tenths them are hav- 
ing only few cases month, and some them 
only few cases year. Recognizing, then, the 
tortoise-like pace set this disease, and not for- 
getting that may shake off this lethargy and 
advance leaps and bounds, let consider man 
error belief almost universal among non-medi- 
cal men and even among many otherwise 
informed physicians, that plague highly con- 
tagious. Except the pneumonic form, which 
constitutes less than per cent. all cases, and 
which differs nowise from the bubonic type, 
save the part the body attacked, plague can 


hardly regarded contagious, This does not 
apply the handling the internal organs with 
the bare hands, some have found their sor- 
row post-mortem examinations, but refers 
contact with the exterior the body persons 
suffering from, dead of, plague. well- 
known saying that there safer place 
stricken city than sanitary plague hospital, and 
this saying literally true. The following opin- 
ions the subject are culled from 
“Treatise Plague,” and are compiled him 
from the writings men whose experience and 
ability are too well known questioned, what- 
ever may thought their conclusions. Dr. 
Robertson, British medical officer Syria 
1841, writes:

believe that the disease originates local causes, 
and that not highly contagious. firm con- 
viction that the plague cannot communicated 
from one person another pure atmosphere, 
even contact, but not prepared assert 
that, plague patients are crowded together con- 
fined and ill-ventilated apartments, infection will not 
produced, just typhus. 

Mr. Brant remarks: 


far experience goes, have been led 
doubt the contagious nature the disease, or, con- 
tagious, must very slight degree. have 
had within the sphere observation many cases 
the most complete and extensive contact, without 
the disease being communicated. 

Sandison, Brussa, says: 


The cases are numerous which persons escaped 
the disease after contact with persons seized with it, 
even its most malignant form. 

Clot-Bey, with his corps French physicians, 
“remained hourly contact with the infected 
for weeks together and with but one them 
taking the The Royal Academy 
Medicine France, after thorough 
and exhaustive search Egypt, reported: “There 
not single fact which indisputably proves the 
transmissibility the plague mere contact 
with the sick.” The experiences more recent 
writers this subject coincide with those the 
writers quoted and corroborate their views. Be- 
fore leaving the subject man source 
contagion, must not forgotten that under 
conditions overcrowding and poor ventilation, 
human cases may considerable importance 
producing the disease others directly. Liv- 
ing houses where there plenty sunlight 
and fresh air, with proper disposal sewage, 
these same human beings can come daily con- 
tact with plague cases with 
munity.

subject appendicitis has been often 
discussed that requires great deal cour- 
age part bring before this society 
for further consideration. All you have seen 
many cases appendicitis, have formed your own 
conclusions the nature and treatment, and 
each you convinced that his opinion 
the correct one, that simply putting 
hands hornets’ nest when attempt modify 
these 

position presenting new explanation, 
based entirely comparative studies path- 
ology, made all the more difficult the lack 
clinical material, hospital- 
facilities. But often make diagnosis where 
the chief symptoms are absent, guided only 
our medical intuition and where the clinical ob- 
servation proves the correctness our judg- 
ment. 

Before considering this matter would like 
state that the term appendicitis misnomer. 
Appendicitis means inflammation the appen- 
but the anatomists know only the 
and processus vermiformis. There- 
fore inflammation this organ should 
termed epi-para perityphlitis. will employ 
the term appendicitis, however, the long use. 
whith has established itself abuso, because 
this word brings immediately before your mind’s 
eye the entire picture this disease its mani- 
fold forms and variations—you know them all. 

But what causes appendicitis? Many have 
not thought all about this some have 
investigated the matter and formulated theories 
even grotesque they are contradictory. 
When find many theories, may sure 
that none are correct, just many remedies for 
one disease proof the inefficiency them 
all. one theory correct, why formulate 
new ones? 

The old theory, endorsed such eminent 
man Billroth, was that appendicitis caused 
foreign bodies. Cherrystones, fishbones, etc., 
were searched for, and when, instead cherry- 
stones, etc., fecal concretions were found, the 
latter were considered the cause the disease. 
the meantime, the operation for appendicitis 
became more frequent and many the extirpated 
processi vermiformes contained neither cherry- 
stones nor concretions. What caused the 
inflammation these cases was the universal 
question. Others stated that small microscopical 
particles agateware stershells found their 
way into the processus vermiformis and produced 
the disease. other instances ascaris lumbri- 
coides, oxyuris vermicularis and trichocephalus 
dispar were found. 

How fecal concretions develop the pro- 
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cessus believe that every peris- 
taltic impairment capable producing fecal 
The feces enter the processus vermi- 
formis just readily other parts the intes- 
tines, but escape with more difficulty because the 
peristaltic power here weaker and the canal 
has distal-opening. only necessary that 
the peristalsis impaired entirely absent for 
few days, occurs cases peritoneal irri- 
tation, for the feces remain dormant the 
processus vermiformis. They become harder and 
the re-established peristalsis can only with much 
difficulty expel them. Small particles, however, 
remain, become harder and harder, and fecal 
calculus formed. case extrauterine 
pregnancy had the opportunity observe the 
formation such concretion. The patient 
showed, following internal hemorrhage, signs 
peritonitis, suppression stool and gas. 
These symptoms disappeared few days and 
days later the patient consented opera- 
tion. found that the processus vermiformis was 
partially filled with the cecal end contained 
soft matter, which was segmented the peris- 
talsis, while the distal end the fecal contents 
were hard. Such concretion could only re- 
moved operative intervention. The develop- 
ment fecal concretions therefore very simple 
and comparatively frequent. That fecal concre- 
tions are not the real cause appendicitis 
proven the fact that find them present 
only about per cent. the patients operated 
upon. 

not purpose here enumerate all the 
theories suffice say that many claim have 
found the key the histology the processus 
vermiformis, others its anatomy. The artery 
which supplies the processus vermiformis was 
some held responsible for the mischief. Oth- 
ers claimed depended upon the length the 
processus vermiformis. Some assert that its vari- 
ous positions the sole factor causing disease, 
others swear nothing but retrograde meta- 
morphosis. Again some few see the pressure 
the kidney upon the vermiformis 
the explanation, and the theories pile upon 
each other infinitum. attempt collect 


the literature published upon this subject en- 
countered such voluminous and con tradictory 
material that gave despair. any 
the numerous theories correct? think not, 
although each these conditions above quoted 


may have some slight influence producing 
disease. opinion, there but one cause 
for namely, tissue and sub- 
sequent infection. The fecal concretion not the 
cause appendicitis, but lesion 
the tissue, which becomes subsequently infected. 
infection ensues, then fecal concretion 
foreign body causes furt 


her trouble. 
find the same gallstones. may 


tics 
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carried during lifetime without any inconven- 
ience. Indeed, they are common that 
find them per cent. autopsies. Only 
when infection occurs they become source 
disease. How can the length the proces- 
sus vermiformis held responsible for its in- 
flammation? its blood supply, its histology 
its anatomy? According what law? 
find any analogy pathology for this? 
Nowhere surgery does one find infection oc- 
curring without primary lesion. surgeon 
today accepts the old ideas about idiopathic 
erysipelas tetanus, because knows that 
capes discovery, necessary make infection 
possible. Normal skin and normal mucous 
membranes are not penetrable infectious 
germs. Only appendicitis attempt 
make exception this law. Why? How does 
the lesion the tissue many ways. 
struck that more boys than girls, more men 
than women were afflicted with appendicitis, 


-which disease more prevalent America than 


Europe. These facts started thinking, 
especially appendicitis women should 
relatively more frequent, owing the neighbor- 
ing adnexa, frequently diseased. This not 
the case, however. Further, was impressed 
that nurses certain hospital, who lifted the 
patients upon the operating-table, were frequently 
attacked with and operated upon for appendi- 
citis. Upon further investigation, found similar 
conditions another hospital. fact that 
appendicitis frequent among students Stan- 
ford University. Cases appendicitis follow- 
ing traumatisms, blow, lifting heavy weight 
suddenly, are not rare. the above men- 
tioned cases the loss tissue was produced 
capillary hemorrhages through overexertion and 
the subsequent infection developed the appendi- 
citis. means this assumption can ex- 
plain why more boys than girls, more men than 
women, more here than Europe suffer from 
appendicitis. Boys expose themselves more 
physical overexertion than girls. The same ap- 
plies men, and the fact that physical sports 
are more cultivated here than Europe accounts 
for the greater frequency appendicitis 
America. The fact that capillary hemorrhages 
may occur after physical overexertion well 
known oculists. Rupture the conjunctival 
capillaries follows such efforts severe cough- 
ing, sneezing, straining stool lifting heavy 
weights quite commonly. Such capillary hem- 
orrhage may likewise occur the processus 
vermiformis through sudden increase the in- 
traabdominal pressure, and indeed here more 
readily when such predisposing conditions 
abnormal position, shape, blood supply and his- 
tological structure are present. is, however, 
not necessary assume that these small hem- 
horrages occur more frequently the processus 
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vermiformis. They may well occur other 
parts the intestinal tract, but here further 
complications ensue. And this readily ex- 
plained. The intestinal tract open canal, 
while the processus vermiformis blind sac. 
the former the normal secretion mucus 
considerable and the contents are kept con- 
stant movement, while the latter peristalsis 
slow and the liability infection considerably 
greater. may compare the conditions exist- 
ing the processus vermiformis with those 
fistula. fistula seldom heals unless converted 
into open wound, because the secretions col- 
lect, producing constant irritation. All these 
conditions favor infection the processus vermi- 
formis. The severity the disease will depend 
upon the nature the infection. 

The foregoing theory readily explains why in- 
fectious diseases such tonsilitis may sometimes 
followed appendicitis. Pathology teaches 
that internal capillary hemorrhages differ- 
ent organs occur the various infectious dis- 
eases. Thus scarlet fever find hemorrhages 
the kidneys and intestines, acute ar- 
ticular rheumatism hemorrhages the me- 
diastinum, peri- and endocardium, the pleura, 
the spleen and the serosa 
are also, influenza effusions blood 
occur different organs. These hemorrhages 
result from the action the toxins and can 
secondarily infected the same germ which 
caused the original disease, as, for example, 
streptococci, more commonly, the bacterium 
coli. There remains now but explain the ap- 
pendicitis due foreign bodies. This also 
quite simple. the foreign body sharp, the 
mucosa easily wounded and the ever-present 
coli bacillus will cause the infection. the for- 
eign body dull, may cause pressure nec- 
rosis, thus making infection possible. The de- 
velopment chronic appendicitis with acute ex- 
acerbations finds also its natural explanation. The 
primary lesion infected with germs 
ate virulence. the ensuing battle nature ob- 
tains the upperhand and the acute attack sub- 
sides. The lesion, however, does not heal, but 
transformed into small, granulating ulcer 
beg you remember that the conditions the 
processus vermiformis are similar those 
fistula). Any new irritation this wound will 
facilitate another infection and therefore fresh 
attack. Should, however, this little ulcer heal 
entirely, then scar forms with subsequent sten- 
osis. infection takes place through highly 
virulent germs, then the whole processus vermi- 
formis converted into phlegmon. Summing 
up, appendicitis caused through loss tissue 
with subsequent infection. This loss tissue can 
caused capillary hemorrhages due in- 
fectious diseases overexertion, foreign 
bodies. appendicitis without infection, 
infection without loss tissue. 
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THE LEGAL DEFINITION THE 
PRACTICE MEDICINE.

State Board Medical Examiners recently 
acquired the bulletins the American 
emy Medicine, valuable acquisition, 
cause the bulletins deal largely with the subject 
medical legislation and report the transactions 
the National Confederation State Examining 
and Licensing Boards, organization which meets 
annually and whose sessions are usually opened with 
prayer and the address Governor Mayor. 
one these bulletins, that June, 1902, found 
paper read before the Confederation Dr. Henry 
Beates Jr. Philadelphia entitled: “How Should 
the Practice Medicine Legally Defined.” After 
tracing the origin and growth medical legislation 
this country and taking fling the medical col- 
leges whose breach trust had necessitated the 
establishment boards examiners, Dr. Beates 
stated that the purpose our medical practice acts 
had been defeated and their execution paralyzed 
the prevailing judicial interpretation what consti- 
tutes the practice medicine—hence the necessity 
seeking from the legislature definition broad 
enough make these acts effective. The object 
the paper was secure the adoption definition 
which had formulated, first the Confederation, 
then the profession, which turn should seek 
conventionalize that its enactment into law 
would naturally follow. Dr. Beates had submitted 
his definition the members number exam— 
ining boards, who had endorsed it, and gave out 
technically perfect. The Confederation, although 
admitting the necessity for scientific 
definition the practice medicine the legis- 
lature, nevertheless failed adopt that Dr. Beates, 
perhaps wisely, too, for the definition proposed was 
far from being technically perfect. lacked the 
supervision expert, and think would have 
been wiser have first submitted confedera- 
tion attorneys for boards examiners. 

According Dr. Beates the legal interpretation 
what constitutes the practice medicine and which 
has played havoc with the laws regulating its 
tice follows: “To practice medicine treat 
diseases and accidents means drugs medi- 
cines, and the treatment these conducted 
without drugs medicines, one doing not prac- 
ticing medicine.” add the above that the 
practice surgery, defined certain courts, 
consists the treatment disease disability 
means the knife, other surgical instruments, 
will have idea the narrow and false con- 
struction put upon these terms certain courts. 
say certain courts, because there are many excep- 
tions the rule, indeed can even called 
rule, numerous are the exceptions. That such 
interpretation robs the acts their intended pur- 
pose enough. Dr. Potter Buffalo, New 
York, told the Confederation how had worked 
his state: 

Again, in the state of New York we labor under this 
difficulty. A good many years ago a very eminent 
justice of our supreme court expounded the laW in a 
decision which he elaborated with learned and legal 
phraseology, the essence of which was that the prac- 
tice of medicine must consist in the prescribing of 
drugs, and, as in the case before him, no drugs were 
prescribed, the party could not held for violation 


of the law. That stands as an interpretation of the 
present statutory law the state New York, and 


any prosecution attempted medical body 
anybody else, or if any person interested in this ques- 
tion goes to any district attorney in the state of 
New York for information on this point, he will say 


“That the interpretation the court the subject. 
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and I cannot aid you. I cannot bring action in this 
case because it will certainly go against you. I can- 


not consent to bring action in any 
decision of the court is so directly against the propo- 
sition that you present. So there you are.” 

Dr. Potter probably had mind the case Smith 
vs. Lane Hun. 632, decided one the supreme 
courts New York 1881, case always cited 
such courts favor the narrow construction. This de- 
cision, which worked such disaster, probably came 
unexpectedly, for the looks the record the 
case seems have gone default far the 
medical profession was concerned, and, although the 
medical act was directly involved, neither board 
examiners nor the people, were parties the pro- 
ceeding, which was suit quack recover 
stipulated sum for services rubbing and kneading 
the bodies the defendant and his wife. The 
plaintiff claimed that license was necessary be- 
cause the services rendered were not medical, and 
the court held, because the plaintiff’s methods 
were and knifeless, and therefore its 
opinion harmless. The purpose the statute, said 
the Court, was protect the people against the 
danger life and health from the administration 
potent drugs and medicines ignorant and in- 
competent Credulous people, might, was 
true, deceived into the employment plaintiff, 
and thus imposed upon, but the object the 
statute was not protect the ignorant and the 
credulous against deception and fraud. 

The plaintiff had judgment, and his victory meant 
the repeal the medical law every empiric who 
used neither drugs nor the knife. The judgment 
should have been for the defendant, for the relations 
the parties were those physician and patient. 
The defendant had employed the plaintiff treat 
him “for his bodily The dictum was 
that neither harm nor benefit could result from 
rubbing and kneading the body. The harm and the 
danger contemplated the statute were such are 
apt arise when unlicensed and therefore unquali- 
fied persons undertake treat the sick and act 
physicians. What would the eminent Judge have 
thought the following case reported Dr. 
Mathews Louisville during the discussion: 

Permit me just a moment to narrate a trial that 
occurred our court few weeks ago, which the 
decision was in our favor in the lower court by a most 
learned judge, but was reversed by our Supreme Court 
in a -few weeks thereafter. I had the lawyer to ask 
the osteopath, whom I had arrested and tried, if he 
treated, for instance, diphtheria? said did 
had him ask, “‘How did you treat diphtheria?’ He 
answered, by the introduction of the hand into and 
down the throat and manipulating the throat. I then 
asked Professor Bailey, a learned physician of our 
city, and who is professor of practice of medicine in 
the University of Louisville, what such treatment 
would do? He answered it would kill the infant in- 
variably. In answer to a proposition of the lawyer 
who was defending this man. we asked Dr. Vance, a 
distinguished surgeon, if he had not had many cases 
in surgery in which he did not administ=r a single dose 
of medicine. He said that it was his common practice 
to reduce fractures, dislocations. ete.. and possibly 
never administer any medicime at all. 

Perhaps the New York judge might have gone 
that length, did the Supreme Court Kentucky 
the case Nelson vs. State Board Health, 
which took the law from him, and violated not only 
the spirit the medical practice act, but also its 
very letter. Kentucky, the Legislature had ex- 
acted all would-be practitioners diploma satis- 
factory the State Board Health, and this 
Board recognized only such medical colleges con- 
formed the standard prescribed the Associa- 
tion American Colleges. The profession 
was not house divided against itself, often is, 
but was united common endeavor uphold the 
medical law, and make respected. All went

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well until osteopath obtained injunction re-

surgery the use the knife; that medical col- 
leges taught other things than the application 
drugs the cure disease. The Court insisted that 
the Legislature had intended regulate only the 
practice medicine and surgery physicians and 
surgeons, the people and the Court understood 
those terms, prevent empiricism the part 
these persons. Yet the title the act was “An act 
protect the citizens this commonwealth against 
empiricism,” and the Court itself defined empiricism 
ignorant unscientific practice. The act defined 
the practice medicine follows: 

Sec. 2618. Any person living in this State, or any 
person coming into this State, who shall practice medi- 
cine, or attempt to practice medicine in any of its 
branches, or who shall treat or attempt to treat any 
sick or afflicted person by any system or method 
whatsoever, for reward or compensation, without first 
complying with the provisions of this law, ete. To 
open an office for such purposes, or to announce to 
the public in any way a readiness to treat the sick 
or afflicted, shall be deemed to engage in the practice 
of medicine within the meaning of this Act. 

How the face such definition the court 
reached the conclusion that the accused was not 
practicing medicine inconceivable. The definition 
which was added the medical statute 1898 
would seem have been enacted for the express 
purpose averting the danger interpretation 
similar that New York and number other 
states. North Carolina the fate the law was 
equally strange. There the Board Examiners was 
appointed the State Medical Society, associa- 
tion “regularly graduated physicians,” which was 
expressly required appoint seven regular physi- 
cians (not California where the state societies 
may elect from the ranks the profession large) 
and the law exacted diploma based upon three 
years’ course study, and examination before 
the board. did not define the practice medicine, 
other than exempt gratuitous services.

The effect this decision must have been render 
that title contemptible and common will 
California, should those who would like make 
succeed overthrowing the medical act. 


have already said, there are many excep- 
tions the “interpretation” given Dr. Beates 
the rule. The most notable, besides the instances 
Illinois, Nebraska, and Rhode Island, are those 
Alabama and Indiana. 


Down Alabama the Legislature created boards 
examiners out the State Medical Society and 
the county medical societies affiliation with it, and 
this delegation power the official organs the 
profession, under statute which provided for 
diploma and examination before one the 
boards, but did not define the practice medicine, 
was the means the profession against ad- 
verse legislation and quackery. Alabama the 
courts have not, New York, Kentucky and North 
Carolina, done violence the will the Legislature, 
but have upheld the spirit and the letter the med- 
ical law. 

the case Bragg vs. The State R.A.) de- 
cided 1902, the Supreme Court sustained the con- 
viction osteopath for the illegal practice 
medicine. Contrasting regulars and osteopaths, the 
court declared that, although their methods dif- 
fered, yet both were physicians because both sought 
the same result, viz: the alleviation cure 
disease; both, fact, practiced the healing art. 
defined medicine the art science diseases and 
remedies, the healing art. The history 
medicine and therapeutics was traced show that 
the physician had age followed uniform sys- 
tem therapeutics, that medicine practiced 
every age had never confined itself the use 
drugs and the knife, pretended the accused; 
that the term physician was broad enough include 
and did include “all those who diagnose disease and 
prescribe apply therapeutic agents for its cure.” 
The decision admirable that tempted 
give verbatim. complete answer the 
adverse decisions other courts 
jurist (Judge Tyson) who, like Judge Field the 
United States Supreme Court, has the proper con- 
ception the science medicine, the duty the 
Legislature regulate that the people may not 
injured, deceived duped pretenders and 
impostors, and the duty the courts uphold the 
policy the Legislature that end. The decision 
will delight every physician who has heart the in- 
terests his profession and the welfare the peo- 
ple, and, therefore, hates every species quackery. 

Parks vs. The State, (59 199), decided 
the same year, the Supreme Court Indiana was 
equally scientific, although construing statute which 
defined the practice medicine the broad sense. 
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The accused, who was magnetic healer styling him- 
self “Professor,” denounced the state law “an at- 
tempt determine question science and 
control the personal conduct the citizen without 
regard his opinion and matter which the 
state way concerned.”

matter is one of considerable concern and that the 
Legislature is the appropriate tribunal to determine 
the degree of learning that those who gain a livelihood 
by seeking to relieve the bodily ailments. of others 
should possess. The legislature confined the use of 
the magnetic system to a body of men in whose hands 
it would be safe to intrust it because of their education 
in subjects relevant to its administration, and was 
justified in taking it, on account of its danger, out of 
the hands of empirics. 

If a man holds himself out to the community as a 
person skilled in the science of healing and on that 
ground seeks the opportunity to exercise the skill he 
claims to possess, his business becomes impressed with 
a public character and is therefore subject to reasonable 
regulation in its prosecution. 

Particularly happy the conclusion the court 
that the accused empiric because had 
license. That the Von Tiedemanns, Herbeins, Gard- 
inis, Gerinos, Martins, and others the same ilk 
who have been arrested for their continued viola- 
tion the medical act are not quacks because they 
have medical diplomas, favorite argument their 
respective counsel. They are quacks nevertheless 
well law breakers, for now that have boards 
examiners the United States pass upon the 
qualifications would-be practitioners the title 
skill. The only evidence these the license 
certificate. Empiricism means nothing does not 
mean ignorant unscientific practice, and the man 
who practices without license may therefore very 
properly called empiric quack. those 
terms used mean practitioner without med- 
ical degree. Today use them designate the 
practitioner without license. 

Our medical practice act provides that one shail 
practice medicine surgery this State without 
the certificate the present some Board 
Examiners, and makes crime for any person 
without such certificate represent hold 
himself out practicing doctor, physician 
surgeon. The titles doctor, physician surgeon, 
therefore imply something more than the possession 
medical degree. They imply that those who 
use them are duly qualified practice medicine. 
Judge Field said Dent vs. West Va.: 

The physician must be able to detect readily the 
presence of disease, prescribe appropriate remedies for 
its removal. Everyone may have occasion consult 
him, but comparatively few can judge of the qualifica- 
tions learning and skill which 
ance must be placed upon the assurance given by his 
license, issued authority competent judge 
that respect, that he possesses the requisite qualifica- 
tions. No one has a right to practice medicine withour 
having the necessary qualifications learning and skill 
and the statute only requires that whosoever asserts 
that by offering to the community his services as a 
physician that he possesses such learning and_ skill 
shall present evidence of it by a certificate or license 
from a body designated by the State as competent to 
the qualifications. 

According Judge Field, the Legislature pro- 
viding these medical practice acts pursued double 
object, protect the people against “the consequences 
ignorance and and against those 
“fraud and deception.” 

Such was the intention our Legislature pro- 
viding the first subdivision section defining 
the practice medicine that “those who profess 
be, hold themselves out being engaged doc- 
tors, physicians surgeons the treatment dis- 
ease, injury deformity human beings” shall 
deemed practicing medicine surgery. This 
one the most important features our medical 
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practice act. Many other states have similar pro- 
vision, although differently expressed. Some them 
prohibit the opening office, the announcing 
readiness treat the public any means whatso- 
ever. Our own statute not broad. Here 
empirics every class may announce themselves 
healers professors, provided, however, they 
not use the titles doctor, physician surgeon, 
and none the acts enumerated constituting 
the practice medicine and surgery. The reason 
obvious. empiric must known such, other- 
wise the public deceived. the word “doctor” 
“physician” which alone wins the confidence the 
great majority men.

FEW REMARKS THE TREATMENT 
PRIMARY

brilliancy—-in the widest possible inter- 
pretation the word—of Von iri- 
dectomy for glaucoma, has 

dimmed the test time. That there are 
cases every class primary glaucoma not 
cured the operation was known the great 
clinician himself, who for nearly fifteen years 
had practised the operation almost daily. And 
though one can hardly say, considering the subject 
whole, that the pendulum has ever swung 
the opposite direction, still, for time, there 
has been some impression abroad, under the in- 
fluence other meritorious measures amongst 
other reasons, iridectomy had been some- 
what overrated. 

Without discussing then the moment 
when iridectomy cases acute inflam- 
matory glaucoma, may confidently believe 
with Von Graefe and Arlt that case first 
attack, even with quantitative perception light 
only remaining, restituto integrum will result 
from the operation long done not later 
than about days after the onset. Taking this 
basal fact, and being accord with the 
anatomical findings cases iridectomies per- 
formed early well later, there can 
other conclusion but that inflammatory 
coma, acute well chronic, must operate 
early possible, eventually even during the pro- 
dromal stage, g.,if the fellow-eve should already 
have been injured seriously through the disease.

tically, and the more the chronic inflammatory 
glaucoma loses its inflammatory character, lead- 
ing over glaucoma simplex, the less can rely 
absolutely iridectomy alone.

NEURALGIA AND SOME ITS CLINI- 


CAL FEATURES.* 
PAUL SANFORD, D., San Jose. 


accept the analysis the word neuralgia 
for its definition, will find that falls short 
the generally accepted meaning the 

term. The term neuralgia firmly fixed 
our nomenclature, however, that instead dis- 
carding altogether, can be, and modified 
more specifically express our meaning, 
using the suffix algia connection with the 
name the part parts, which the seat 
pain, cardialgia, etc. Then 
again, some pathological conditions accepted 
neuralgia have distinct names way associated 
its nomenclature with the term neuralgia, viz: 
tic douloureux, sciatica, etc. Again, note 
the specific meaning the word neuralgia, 
see that are yet unfortunate its inability 
accurately convey its true meaning. are not 
sure whether algia (pain) distinct condition 
itself, with the nerves subservient carry the 
impressions the sensorium, whether 
quality some other sensation. Dr. Collins, 
New York, defines neuralgia symptom- 
atic pain, dependent upon functional organic 
disease the sensory neuron, particularly the 
peripheral sensory neurons. 

The cause neuralgia may both traumatic 

and idiopathic. The principal factors the lat- 
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ter are age, sex, heredity, exposure, and any con- 
dition that lowers the vitality the individual, 
and deprives the nerves the proper amount 
nutritive element, such auto-intoxication, in- 
digestion, non-assimilation, infection, syphilis, in- 
fluenza, etc. auto-intoxication the organg 
themselves may derelict their duties, from 
pathological causes, simply overtaxed their 
work eliminating poisonous products from the 
system. see this very marked those indivi- 
who through hurry and rush business 
haven’t time, don’t take time, properly masti- 
cate their food. more frequently, those who 
live eat and not eat live, and whose hap- 
piest hours are spent the table. believe this 
directly and indirectly the cause more neu- 
ralgia than generally belicved, especially sciat- 
ica and its complement, lumbago. has been 
said that man eats too much, nas dyspep- 
sia, grows fat, out with boils. might 
add with the same degree truthfulness, con- 
tracts neuralgia. 

The subjective symptom neuralgia pain, 
its character depending upon the cause, nature 
and location. The description the pain varies 
according the vocabulary the sufferer and 
the scope his imagination. almost in- 
variably paroxysmal, and described boring, 
tearing, lancinating, lightning-like, etc., 
varying intensity and lasting from second 
several minutes, with intervals comparative 
ease and comfort. have seen strong men cry 
like child and beg for someone kill them, 
and end their agony, while suffering from neu- 
ralgia. While possibly not constant, prob- 
ably overlooked, the objective symptoms have 
great diagnostic value. press down the 
seat pain, the patient complains its being 
aggravated, and especially this true when pres- 
sure made the point where the nerve emerges 
from its bony canal, any locality 
the pressure most efficient. Herpes seen 
that rare form neuralgia 
though the latter some classed among the 
skin diseases. Occasionally the muscles the 
seat pain are affected clonic spasms, sup- 
posed refiexed from the peripheral sensory 
neurons, the motor peripheral neurons. 

the treatment neuralgia the earnest stu- 
dent and honest practitioner has wide field. 
easy, indeed, after hurried examination, 
diagnose the case hand neuralgia, and pre- 
scribe one the almost infinite variety palliat- 
ing remedies relieve the pain. This well 
enough, but quite another thing reach the 
cause and direct the treatment for its removal. 
find the cause many instances quite obscure. 
difficult say sometimes whether the af- 
fection neuralgia per se, symptom some 
other disease. 
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wish refer patient had Colusa county 
some five six years ago. The lady was suffering 
with pain thé right maxillary region, and ex- 
amination detected decayed tooth the right 
side. referred her dentist. The dentist re- 
ferred her back me, saying that the tooth ques- 
tion was not any way responsible for the pain. 
This was during epidemic grippe. 
had several patients with grip where the glands 
the neck and jaw were involved, resulting sup- 
puration after five six days intense suffering, 
thought this also might that complication. 
gave her some morphine relieve her, poulticed, and 
awaited the suppuration. There was 
tle swelling, but the pain 
not paroxysmal, tic. Nothing except morphine 
gave her any relief. The jaw became almost set. 
This condition remained for about days, 
when the pain became gradually less severe and 
two three weeks more left entirely. During this 
time the right side the face became smaller and 
the right eye became about half its usual size, but 
proportional its parts. The face presented pecu- 
liar expression; each side seemed normal its an- 
atomy and function, except that the lower jaw was 
impaired its action. This was the condition when 
last saw her about two months after she was first 
seen. Was the case referred neuralgia? so, 
what was the cause? And what produced the at- 
rophy, you might call it, the affected side? 


Even with our best efforts are often sub- 
ject disappointment the treatment neural- 
gia. sometimes flatter ourselves that have 
found almost specific, certain forms neu- 
ralgia, and begin count our cures with full as- 
surance continued success, when all once, 
common parlance, “we are against 
had few cases obstinate sciatica that yielded 
readily and nicely deep injections ether, 
that began flatter myself that had the rem- 
edy. But fell into the error treating em- 
pirically, without discovering the etiology and 
directing efforts removing the cause. 
useless say that the result was disappoint- 
ing. 

One the most interesting cases neuralgia 
have chanced meet was encountered here this 
city. two three months ago man came 
into office with that dated back some 
five six years. that time was picking fruit 
and doing some heavy lifting. noticed disa- 
greeable sensation his right side that could hard- 
called pain, but grew worse, though 
not severe enough keep him from work. finally 
assumed certain stage, sometimes better sometimes 
worse, changing the weather and his work varied. 
was not confined his bed all. was nec- 
essary for him quiet most the time and 
was not able heavy work. Sometimes the pain 
was tolerably severe. seemed originate the 
right side and run down the anterior the thigh 
the foot. Again, times, would notice only 
his leg. His sleep was greatly disturbed, course, 
and his health impaired; his system seemed give 
way under the effects his ailment. After eliciting 
the above history made examination. found 
the ribs the affected side very close the brim 
the pelvis and close each other that they 
seemed ride one the other. told him did 


not see that could him any good with medicine. 
and referred him masseur, with the hope that 
possibly course massage might help him re- 
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storing the ribs their proper position. seemed 
improve very much under this treatment, for the 
first week so, but after pretty fair trial some 
two three weeks was bad ever. called 
Dr. Perrin consultation, and he, the main, agreed 
told him study over the matter and that could 
not promise him anything, even this procedure. 
finally concluded take his chances 
tion. Dr. Whiffen agreed with me, operation 
might give him relief. suggested that remove 
part the anterior portion the tenth and eleventh 
ribs, and kind guess, stretch the anterior 
crural nerve and some its small branches. This 
was done the 18th July last. not able 
report complete recovery yet, but opinion 
that the result the operation going 
satisfactory. 

closing this paper wish report case that 
came under observation before became stu- 
dent medicine. The case referred was one 
traumatic sciatica friend mine. July the 
eighties, when student, was taking exercise 
jumping, after which felt some uneasiness his 
left hip, but paid very little attention it, thinking 
would soon pass away; but instead getting bet- 
ter, gradually grew worse. spoke his pre- 
ceptor, with whom was studying medicine, and 
the latter suggested that friend use cane, and 
gave him some liniment apply. His condition 
grew worse, until became necessary for him 
use crutch. had planned attend lectures that 
fall, and went St. Louis for that purpose, stiil 
using the crutch. consulted several doctors 
St. Louis, but none them did him any good. 
gave his lectures the first the year and came 
home. His preceptor put him his back, with 
long splint reaching beyond the hip, and immobil- 
izing the hip joint. remained that position for 
days, and when got was entirely well. 

This history especially interesting me, 
because the diversity opinion the diag- 
nosis among several the most eminent sur- 
geons who saw the patient that time. What- 
ever may the cause neuralgia, whether 
traumatic idiopathic, whether neuralgia has 
lesion itself only symptom another 
disturbance, our efforts should get the 
bottom the pathologic condition, and give 
permanent relief when possible, whether that 


through medical surgical means.

Sometimes nerve pain neuralgic type due 
inflammatory disorder, but transferred like 
any other nerve pain. The sympathetic supplying 
the abdominal contents receives filaments from the 
spinal nerves, which turn supply the abdominal 
and may recall your minds that the on- 
coming pain recurrent appendicitis often felt 
first the region the umbilicus before 
manifested the locality the appendix itself.

ought take off his coat and cuffs, roll 
the sleeves his shirt and undershirt, and clean and 
disinfect his hands, chemically and mechanically. 
not enough use soap and rub our hands one 
against the other, ordinary cosmetic washing. 
The whole hand must carefully scrubbed with 
stiff.nail brush, the doctor taking particular care 
scrub the spaces under the nails and the creases 
their root.

pressure varies, must the blood pressure vary. 

Dr. Brown—I noticed watching Dr. Keen operate 
that worked very rapidly with the chisel. had 
hesitancy opening immense area the skull:

bacterial infection as, for example, tuberculosis, 
the country soon possible, that they may 
have the benefit the vitalizing effect the 
country air? Added these unphysiologic con- 
ditions, undermining the resistive immunity 
our city brother’s patients, are the not less de- 
pressing influences social surroundings and the 
indulgences which they enjoy—and suffer from. 
Further, the country are continually bathed 
bright sunlight, which rapidly fatal bac- 
terial life all kinds that antiseptics and aseptics 
are uncalled for, has been repeatedly demon- 
strated the immortal Pasteur and host less 
noted investigators. 

But now think hear you object that sick 
people not show this immunity common with 
the well the country, and while must 
granted that their surroundings are not 
menacing those their city cousins, yet, should 
infection unexpectedly occur, they will offer 
greater resistance. Quite possible; not 
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desire defend theories, this time, ap- 
plying our sick general; arguments are 
present confined, suggested the title, 
“especially the practice obstetrics.” 


Here are, should be, have been 
properly careful preparing our patient for the 
advent her child, dealing very generally with 
person not sick, but simply undergoing natural 
physiological event, and quite resistive, far 
her general condition goes, bacterial infec-

BILL REGULATE “PATENT MEDICINES.” 


bill has recently been introduced the Legisla- 
ture Massachusetts providing for the regulation 
the nostrum business. This proposed measure re- 
quires that the formula the “patent” medicine 
printed the label each container, and provides 
fine fifty cents for each original package not 
labeled. Only extracts from the proposed law have

Weeds Used Medicine.—The Department 
Agriculture has just issued Farmers’ Bulletin No. 188, 
entitled, “Weeds Used Medicine.” The bulletin 
was prepared Alice Henkel, Assistant Drug and 
Medicinal Plant Investigations, Botanical Investiga- 
tions and Experiments, Bureau Plant Industry. 

Attention called the fact that certain well- 
known weeds now either generally locally infesting 
the country are the sources crude drugs the pres- 
ent time obtained wholly part importation 
from abroad. Roots, leaves, and flowers several 
the species most detrimental the United States 
are gathered, prepared, and cured Europe and not 
only form useful commodities there, but supply 
considerable extent the demands foreign lands. 
Hence appears probable that while weeds can 
hardly made desirable, still his fight extermin- 
ate them the farmer may able turn some 
them account. Some the plants coming within 
this class are many States present subject 
antiweed laws, and farmers take 
measures toward their extermination. seems, 
therefore, desirable make these pests sources 
profit where possible. 

The prices paid for crude drugs from these sources 
are not great and would rarely tempt anyone pur- 
sue this line work business. Yet, ridding 
the farm weeds, and thus raising the value the 
land, the farmer can the same time make these 
pests the source small income instead dead 
loss, something 

order help the farmers obtain the best 
possible results for such products, instructions for 
collecting and preparing crude drugs from weeds are 
briefly given. 

The plants mentioned the bulletin are burdock, 
dandelion, the docks, couch grass, and pokeweed 
(principally root drugs); foxglove, mullein, lobelia, 
tansy, gum plant, scaly grindelia, boneset, catnip, 
hoarhound, yarrow, fleabane, blessed thistle, jimson 
weed, and poison hemlock (of which either the leaves, 
flowers, herb, seeds are used medicine); and 
also wormseed, and black and white mustards, 
which only the seeds are used. 

The bulletin contains illustrations the weeds 
described. for free distribution and can ob- 
tained application Senators, 
and Delegates Congress, the Secretary Ag- 
riculture, Washington,
